i. The democratic factions within the Kuomintang, the Chinese Communist Party, the 
Ching Democratic Leayue, the China Democratic Farmers and workers Party, the Chinese 
National Salvation Association, the Chine "Chih-Kunp" ( 3 “\  ) Party, the China ve- 
mocratic Reconstruction Association and all other democratic parties, grousg and 
clicues must unite closely, with each, however, maintaining its own enti? ¥s but coopera- 
‘ting with ane another, through a proper division of duties, in the task of overthrow! res 
the dictator (Generalissimo CHIANG Kai-shek) and uprooting the rotten systen set 1p by 
the compradores and sascists. Qaly in this way can China emerge froma her semi-feudal 
and semi-colonial status as a New China, puided by the principles of equality, freedom 
and happiness - the Three People's Principles (San Win Chu 1). 


JI. After the downfall of the present dictator, all members of the political parties

THE AWAIENING OF THE CHINE CITIZENS IN THs UNETab STAteS

(Air Mail ~ New York 10 November 1947) - 4 group of overseas Chinese, including men- 
bers of Chinese political parties and groups, persons without any party affiliations, 
reprosentatives of business and religious groups, representatives of students’ associa~ 
tions and other Chinese from Boston, Philadelphia and Washington, held a “United China 
Democratic Peace Conferance" in New York City on 9 November 1947. It was dectded that 
a Democratic China Peace League be organized to promote peace and democracy in Shins. 
Diving the conference, FANG YU-hoiang ( 7B 2 4% )* and nine others wore elected 
members of the Executive Comaittae of the new 2 eague. A proclamation was also issved 


by this League. In a telegram to General Marshall, tho league protested against furiher 


United States aid to CHIANG Kai-shek. The proclamation of the league called upon 221. 
overseas Chinese to unite and help bring the Chinese civil war to an warly end, thus 
establishing peace and democracy in China.

The Nan Ch'iao Daily News ( ify 44 a $h) of Singapore revealed in one of its recent 
issues the contents of Wedeneyer’s secret report. This revelation was based on a 
Special dispatch from the Peiping correspondent of this paper, the information haviag 
been obtained by the correspondent with vreat difficulty, because most of the luuportant 
material was acquired directly from Leading diplomatic officials. Inaguuch as «all the 
news sent either by mail or by telegram must pass through strict cansership dn all 
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Nanking Government controlled areas, any reporter caught by the sacret servicemen attenpt- 
ing to sent any report on the dictatorial or traitorous activities of the Wanking Govern~ 


ment would have his news story killed and would oven be in great danger of losine hia 
life. This report in question was written in the middle of October, entrusted to a 
foreign friend who secretly mailed it to Hongkong, and then was forwarded by alnmadl te 
Singapore for publication. The following is only a bie? descviption of "General 
Sedeneyer’s Plan": 

1. The Wedemeyer Plan is similar to the Marshall Plan in that 3t alms to carry out

Part of the Wedemeyer Plan has already been put into effack, Fur CXR 
the appointment of T.V. SOCIG and Wut Tao-ning ( £%, 2 #4), both pro-Amerdcang, as 
governors of Kwangtung and Taiwan respectively, was in accordance with the « edenayar 
Plan. 

42. Shortly after the departure of Wedaaeyer, the Chinese civil war tock a decided 
turn. The troops of General LIU Pai~ch'eng ( BM 44 de) and General. CH un 1 (BAS 3 
drove southward, thus nullifying part of wedeneyer’s Plan. Tt is even possible thal the 
entire plan may fail, which well explains why the “nerican Government refuses to publioh 
Wedemeyer's report.

Recently, the Nanking Government ordered General FeNG Huan-chang (<4 KY g ) to res 
turn to China from America. This order was issued because FENG had "defamed the 
Generalissimo" and had urged the U.S. Government not to give aid to China. Following 
this order, the Kuomintang passed a resolution expelling General FANG from the party. 
However, General FENG did not obey "the order" to return to China. Today, he is still 
traveling in the United States, urging the American people not to give aid to CHIANG, 

for U.5. aid to CHIANG would only mean the prolonging of the civil war in China. Accord- 
ing to a United Press dispatch of the 14th (January 1946), FENG Yi-hsiang told a reporter 
that he will not comply with the order of the Nanking Government to return to China. He 
said he will remain Loyal to the anti-CllsnG forces in Ghina. He will soon hold a pxesa 
conference to tell the American public that he has decided to continue his natiorewide 
tour in an attempt to urge the American people to appose the U.S. aid te China. Since 
the establishment of the Chinese Republic, FENG has fought on the side of CHIANG as often 
as he has fought against CHIAN:. Today, he has once more severed all relatione with 
CHIANG. At the same time, he has abandoned his mission of conducting a survey on irri~ 
gation and waterway systems in America. FreNG had arrived in Anerica on 1.4 Saptembex 1044 
as a member of the Chinese waterway and Irrigation Investigation Commission. FENG told 
the reporters that "between the 1st and 3rd of this month (January 1928), the democratic 
faction within the Kuomintang had-held a meeting in Hongkong and, at this meeting, it 
was decided to organize a Revolutionary Committees (¥ 47 % AR) of the Kuomintang. 

I consider it a great honor to have been elected a member of this Committee. Now % svear 
that I will fight together with all my denocrafic comrades in the Kuomintang for the 
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overthrow of CHIANG's dicbaborlal administration and for the eatablighment of pene 
ond damnocracy in China." PalG furthey stated that "tha democratic forece in Ching 
Include Ghe Chinese Conant st Bes the Dengerne Ac League and thea fucaintans Reyo-

What have you to say about the matter of peace and order in yournatige 
place, General TS'AL? 
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ANSWER : The Kwangtung problem is the China problem and also, we may cay, pert 
of the current world problem. It cannot bea handled separqtely. Tt also 
touchas on the question of "system" snd cannot be solved by a simple change 
of personnel. as long.as the dictatorial system remaing, and domouracy 
does not exist in China, then no matter who may attempt to yolve the Kwaag- 
tung problem, It will not be golved. fs it not, true thet the cry for “peace 
and the extermination of the bandits" jo beconing ‘ouder every day? But 
apparently the louder the ery, the more unrest there 1s, and the more bandita 
there are. What are tho reasons for ail this? First, we must discover thy 
reasons for auch "unrest" and "banditry’. By ne means should we tebe any 
drastic siep blindly. 


JUESTION: Then will, you please tell me ‘iat tha real causes of such “urirest" anc 
"handitry" are? 

ANSWER : If the dictator ig now intentionally trying to destroy the Chinese peop Le, 
then he should reflect on why Communisin has developed so rapidhLy in China. 
If we say that this development is the result of the success of the Communists 
in deceiving the people, we may as well say that 14 is the result of the 
rebellious attitude of the dictator and the violation of the Three Feople’s 
Principles (San Min Chun I) by the Kuomintang. The dictator has not only 
failed to oppose the imperialists and eliminate Feudalism in China, but he 
also has failed to implement the three policies advecated by Dr. SUN Yate- 


sn namely, "the establishment of an aljiance with the Soviet Union", teeta el ata 
tion with the (ChineseiComiunists" and "the giving of agsistance tu tits ire 
dustrial workers and peasants", On the contrary, he has brought "Fasciam! 


and "Paudal Bureaucracy" to China. Im foreign affairs he has ccoperatud 
with the reactionaries of the United States and in domestic affalre he nas 
ercourayed the lecsl cutthroats and corrupt officials to continue their 
practice of "squeezing" She people. in addition, ha hag set up secret terrories 
organizatidns to deprive the people of their civil tights aul to terrify 
them into absolute obedience. All these malpractices have caused many pare 
sons of integrity and many promising and talented young men to go over to the 
side of the Gomaunists. Further, the "kidnapping" method of conscription 

and. the purges conducted to eliminate all those holding opinions ab vari ars 
‘with those of the governnent Leaders have forced nany loyal and failthfal 
soldiers to join the ranks of the Communists. Inflation, the result of vast 
amount of paper currency being pub into circulation, business monopolies ard 
taxation in kind, have ail tended to bring thé national economy to the verge 
of total collapse and have forced the people to take “hazardous chances”. 

Were not these the reasons for the formation of "Bandit Gangs" ia LANGE EPEUS 
Province? 


QUESTION: Then how can there be peace in your native place and how Chins be saved? 

ANSWER : I have already pointed out the causes of “unrest” and "banditry" in China. 

' Therefore, our first step should 26 to do away with Lho regime of the pro- 
sent dictator and to get rid of all corrupt officials and local cutthroats.
